Evidence point- 
ing to violation of law has been trans- 
mitted to district attorneys in Magsa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and New York 
and the federal department of Justice. 
“A reasonable estimate of the loss to 
the New Haven by reason of waste and 
mismanagement,” says the report, 
“will amount to between $60,000,000 
and $90,000,00, Directors should he 
made individually liable to civil and 
criminal laws for the manner In 
which they discharge their trust.”

In 1914 Mr. Smith has become Senator Smith as a reward tor 
his devotion to the Borden cause and he is still the head of 
one of the largest fruit handling firms in Canada. At the close 
of last May, a circular letter was sent out to fruit dealers by 
Senator Smith’s firm and in that letter there appeared the 
following significant statements:— 

“We are buying strawberries in refrigerator carload lots 
from the south now for our jam factory and canning factories 
and so we have an opportunity to supply you at, we believe, 
lower rates and (with) better quality of berries than can be 
supplied in any other way. We did this last year and those 
who bought these berries were extremely well pleased and 
continued their patronage as long as we had the berries.” 

Three years ago, Mr. Smith and the other supporters of 
Mr. Borden were shouting that it would be folly for Canada 
to have increased ‘truck and trade with the Yankees.” There 
would be no benefit to Canada from such business, they cried.

GERMAN AVIATOR 
STAYS UP. IN AIR 
MORE THAN A DAY 


Describes Record Flight Which 
Lasted 24 Hours and 12 
Minutes, 


BELIEVES ATLANTIC IS 
TO BE CROSSED SOON 


Only Question of Getting Ma- 
chine Powerful Enough, 
he Declares 


Berlin, July 18—Reinhold Boehm, 
the German aviator, who, at Johannis- 
thal yesterday achieved the feat of fly- 
ing continuously for 24 hours, 12 min- 
utes, gives the following description of 
his record flight: 

“I employed an ordinary army Alba- 
tross biplane fitted with six-cylinder, 
76 horse-power Mercedes engines and 
carrying 132 gallons of petrol. It was 
the same machine tn which Landman's 
record of 21 hours and 49 minutes in 
the alr was made on June 28, My 
provisions consisted of a vacuum bot- 
tle filled with cold milk, several pac- 
kets of chocolate and a few cakes. 

‘Despite my heavy load, 1! ascended 
easily, and, in order to save the petrol, 
flew slowly around the aerodrome at 
first, not going higher than 300 feet. 
As the night wore on and the signals 
famed out, | went higher, and for an 
hour or two I left Johannisthal, fying 
across Perlin and Potsdam, 

“Tl returned to the aerodrome at mid- 
night, and resumed my weary circult. 
How many rounds I made nobody 
knows, I was now between 900 and 
1,300 feet up, The air became 80 
sticky and hot at midday yesterday 
that I felt it was necessary to go 
higher, so I navigated to a helght of 
between 6,000 and 7,500 feet, 

“When I had been up 20 hours, I 
made a decided descent to a lower 
plane, and by easy spirals came down 
to a helght of about 1,000 feet. Then J 
kept on going until I had accomplished 
what I intended to do. I must have 
covered roundly 1,350 miles, as my 
speed averaged 47 miles an hour 
throughout, 

“The engine was working perfectly 
at the finish, and if I had enough 
petrol I could easily have flown an- 
other 12 hours without rest, 

“It seems to me that the Atlantic 
flight for the London Daily Mail 
$60,000 prize is sure to be accomplished 
soon, It Is only a case of a sufficiently 
powerful machine, No machine, in 
my opinion, will be practicable that 
contains fewer than three engines, 
none of which should be worked to its 
Umit. There should also be two separ- 
ate pilots.”

Railway and Shipping News 


In order to get w better understand- 
ing of the closing down of the Hosmer 
Une by the Canadian Pacific railway, 
concerning which some criticism has 
been made through the prees recently, a 
correspondent has obtained the fol- 
lowing Interview with J. 4. Dennis, as- 
sistant to the president of the company. 

“Since the company established the 
Hoemer mine six years ago,” sald Mr. 
Dennis, “considerable sums of money 
have been spent in developing it and 
endeavoring to make it a large and 
permanent colliery, but for the’ past 
two years it has been run at a steady 
monthly loss. When we realized that 
there was no chance of developing this 
colliery on a reasonable financial basis, 
we reluctantly concluded, because the 
colliery was operated only for our own 
needs and to supply coke for the Trail 
smelter, to clone 1t down, It did not 
even supply sufficient coal for our own 
use, and was therefore never in the 
market for the sale of coal, and you 
can readily see that it was not a sound 
business proposition,” 

“We realized,” continued Mr, Dennis, 
“that the closing down of this mine 
would Cause some inconvenience to the 
miners, and that we would be reducing 
employment in the Crows Nest district, 
and I can say with regret that if we 
could have even operated the coal mine 
to meet expenses it would not now be 
closed,” 

“What about the townsite and those 
who will now be left with property 
practically on their hands?" 

“The C. P, R. had nothing whatever 
to do with the establishment of a town- 
site at that point,” replied Mr, Dennis, 
“The townsite is not situated on the 
C. 7, R. property, and was laid out and 
belongs to a local syndicate — which 
bought from the Crows Nest Pass Coal 
company; there is therefore no respon- 
sible on the part of the C, P. R. in this! 
connection, and I may add that the 
company had provided homes for its 
workmen immediately adjacent to the 
mine, I do not think that there will 
be great hardship suffered by the 
miners through loss of employment in 
this mine, as we can employ some of 
them in our other collieries, and as 
there are many other collieries scattered 
through the Crow's Nest pass where 
they can find work; there is no doubt, 
some hardship for people who have 
bought land, and are Hving in. the 
townsite owing -to closing down, but I 
don’t think that the C, P, R. can in 
any sense be held responsible for those 
who bought land in that townsite, as 
they bought property tiere, and took 
their chances in’ establishing 


selves in a town of that kind with the} 


full knowledge of what they were doing, 
and particularly in view of trouble that 
arises at all coal mining towns, re- 
sulting from closing down of the mines | 
owlpg to shortage of orders, strikes, 
etc,” 


Sir Donald Mann states in an inter- 
view at Toronto that the transcontin- 
ental line from tidewater to tidewater 
will probably be completed in October 
or November next, 

The bond between the Cunadian govy- 
frnument and the C, N. R. provided for 
in the legislation of the last session 
Which gave the company $45,000,000 
of bond guarantees will probably be 
completed within the next few days. 

It 1s understood that no arrange 
mens have yet been completed in re- 
gard to the placing of the issue In 
London, That there will be no im- 
mediato offering of the entire amount 
and that, in deference to the govern- 
ment's wish, the bonds will be marketed 
in instalment Is, however, understood to 
have been agreed upon. 


One of the new lines soon to be taken 
over by the operating departinent of 
the Canadian Pacific is the Alberta 
Central, which runs from Red Deer 
west to Rocky Mountain House. It 
opens up a very rich and fairly well 
Fettled country, The chief industry, 
of course, is agriculture of various 
kinds, particularly mixed farming and! 
deirying, but the line goes towards the 
mountains and there are various other! 
natural resources which are Hable to 
bring the district to the front in more 
ways than one in the near future, For 
one thing, many oil leases have been! 
taken out along the line and it Is well 
known that enormous measures of coal 
and other minerals, as well as timber, 
lie west of Rocky Mountain House. The 
C. ON. R. has a line almost paralleling 
the A. C. R. as far as Rocky Mountain 
House and also running west of that 
coming city to the Hrazeau coal coun- 
try. The Canadian Northern will use 
the C. P. R. bridge over the Saskatche- 
Wan river at Rocky 
in return for the use of the C. N. Rh. 
line west of that point for some dis- 
tance, It is probable that the C. N. R. 


line will connect with the main line of) 


the company east of the Yellowhead 
and that the C. P. R. will in time have 
a route through the mountains north of 
the Kicking Horse via the Alberta Cen- 
tral. The opening of the Alberta Cen- 
tral line will bring to the front one of 
the finest summer resorts in the west, 
according to A. J. Shulman, traveling
